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FRONT  COVER 

"Prospect  House"  located  at  the  junction  of  Keyser  Street  and  Harvey  Road, 
presently  the  summer  residence  of  Edward  M.  Watters  and  family;  purchased  in 
1927  by  Alice  Watters,  mother  of  Mr.  Edward  M.  Watters.  Previous  to  that  it 
was  the  property  of  John  A.  Luce,  1920-1927;  Lillian  V.  Kohlrausch,  1915-1920. 
Mrs.  Kohlrausch  having  purchased  it  from  the  Estate  of  Milton  B.  Wadleigh. 
Milton  B.  Wadleigh  got  a  one  half  interest  in  1896  and  another  one  half  interest  in 
1905  from  the  Keyser  family.  They  were  owners  from  1881  when  Jonathan  and 
his  wife  Clara  E.  shared  the  ownership  with  a  daughter  Carrie  S.  and  her 
husband,  Fred  Putney.  The  "Prospect  House"  was  part  of  a  complex  of  boarding 
houses  and  hotels  in  a  cluster  along  Keyser  Street,  and  sometimes  called 
Keyserville.  This  included:  "Twin  Pines"  (Camp  Bueno  and  later  Camp 
Birchbrook).  Sonnyside",  "Prostpect  House",  and  "Huntoon  House"  coming  into 
the  family  by  the  marriage  of  Sarah  W.  Keyser  (Jonathan's  sister)  to  John  G. 
Untoon,  their  daughter  Sarah  continuing  the  family  ownership  after  her  marriage 
to  H.  Roscoe  Chad  wick.

"The  Pillsbury  Memorial  Town  Hall  is  conveniently  located  on  the  south  side  of 
the  road,  next  the  residence  of  Dr.  S.N.  Welch,  at  the  Mills,  or  central  village  of 
Sutton."

"Work  was  begun  in  1891.  The  building  is  of  brick  with  slated  roof.  The 
underpinning  is  of  Sunapee  granite  unhammered;  the  steps  and  trimmings  of 
dressed  granite  quarried  from  King's  Hill,  Sutton.  The  builder  was  Freeman  A. 
Fisher,  a  native  of  the  town  but  a  resident  of  Minnesota;  the  architect  was  L.S. 
Buffington,  of  Minneapolis." 

The  Round  Room 

"As  one  passes  under  the  portico  and  into  the  vestibule,  both  of  which  are  in 
excellent  taste  and  impressive,  he  sees  on  the  right  a  room  with  fire-proof  vaults. 

This  is  the  selectmen's  room. In  the  second  story,  over  the  room  occupied  by 

the  selectmen,  is  a  hall  which  will  be  used  by  the  veteran  soldiers  of  the  town,

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REPORT  FROM  THE  ROUND  ROOM  -  1978 

As  the  Chinese  would  designate  a  year  as  the  Year  of  the  Ram,  or  whatever, 
the  Town  of  Sutton  designates  1978  as  the  year  of  the  INCINERATOR. 

Noted  in  last  year's  Report  'we  (were)  right  up  to  the  wire  on  the  Dump 
situation':  the  extension  granted  by  the  Air  Pollution  Control  Commission  was  to 
end  July  1,  1978. 

Subsequent  to  the  Annual  Meeting  in  March  Sutton  was  ordered  by  the  New 
Hampshire  Air  Pollution  Control  Agency  on  June  14,  1978  to  cease  burning  refuse 
at  its  open  dump  site  on  or  before  December  10,  1978  and  further  to:  a) 
investigate  by  July  1,  1978  all  costs  in  connection  with  an  incinerator  installation, 
b)  to  hold  a  special  town  meeting  by  August  1,  1978  for  the  purpose  of 
appropriating  necessary  funds,  c)  to  order  the  necessary  incinerator  equipment 
by  August  15,  1978  and  d)  to  install  and  place  in  operation  said  incinerator 
equipment  by  November  15,  1978.  On  behalf  of  the  Town  we  agreed  to  these 
conditions  in  a  "Consent  Order". 

A  petition  filed  in  Merrimack  County  Superior  Court  July  6,  1978  requested  a 
Special  Town  Meeting  based  on  the  necessity  as  outlined  in  the  Consent  Order, 
being  an  "emergency"  requiring  the  immediate  expenditure  of  money  to  install  an 
incinerator.  Promptly,  the  Honorable  Court  issued  a  decree:  "solely  for  the 
purpose  of  permitting  the  Special  Town  Meeting  to  be  held:  "...and  it  is  not  to  be 
construed,  nor  interpreted  in  any  other  manner,  nor  for  any  other  purpose 
whatsoever". 

The  Budget  Committee  and  we  scurried  around,  posted  required  notices,  held 
the  statutory  meetings,  and  A  Town  Meeting  was  convened  at  the  Town  Hall, 
August  1,  1978. 

Nearly  unanimously  the  Meeting  voted  the  appropriation  of  $117,000.00  for  the 
building  of  an  incinerator;  to  be  raised:  $20,300.00  transfer  from  Capital  Reserve 
Funds,  $18,000.00  1978  appropriation  (1978  taxes)  and  $78,700.00  bank  loan 
amortized  over  a  five  year  period. 

Engineering  study  of  the  site  had  been  conducted,  site  plans  and  building  plans 
were  drawn,  and  specifications  for  all  the  phases  of  construction  had  been 
composed.  Advertisements  requesting  sealed  bids  appeared  in  local  publications 
in  the  latter  part  of  July  and  the  bids  returned  on  the  day  of  the  meeting  August 
1,  1978.  Six  proposals:  three  with  a  price  for  the  entire  project,  and  others  for 
various  phases  of  the  work  were  returned.  The  award  of  the  contract  was  made 
August  14  to  a  general  contractor  for  all  the  work,  road  building,  plumbing, 
electrical  as  well  as  the  building  itself. 

The  construction  at  the  site  progressed  well  and  was  completed  in  ample  time 
to  allow  the  installation  of  the  incinerator,  and  to  make  it  operational  November 


15,  1978.  However,  difficulties  concerning  the  placement  of  the  order  for  the 
incinerator,  and  obtaining  the  required  three  phase  electric  service  delayed  the 
delivery  and  installation  of  the  unit  until  nearly  the  middle  of  January.  Severe 
winter  weather,  and  lack  of  communication  from  the  incinerator  distributor  did 
not  permit  the  fan-fare  of  publicity  we  would  have  liked  to  launch  the  "grand 
opening"  of  this  new  Town  enterprise. 

A  deep  layer  of  peat  was  discovered  under  250  feet  of  the  road.  This  organic 
material,  a  serious  problem  for  construction  of  the  road,  should  prove  to  be  a 
blessing  in  disguise  as  it  should  be  an  excellent  material  for  humus  to  be  used  on 
the  face  of  the  old  dump  when  it  is  closed  down  and  graded. 

Rodent  control  at  the  old  dump  was  carried  on  with  great  success,  in 
November,  1978.  It  appears  that  the  rat  population  was  reduced  to  nearly  zero. 
Before  the  old  dump  is  closed  and  covered  there  will  have  to  be  another  war  on 
the  rats. 

A  Re-Cycling  Committee,  so  called,  held  an  informational  hearing  on  January  4, 
1979  to  instruct  our  citizens  on  the  use  of  the  incinerator  facility.  Bumper 
stickers,  and  an  ordinance/instruction  sheet  were  distributed  at  that  meeting. 
The  ordinance  regulating  the  use  of  the  incinerator  was  adopted  by  the  Special 
Town  Meeting  in  August. 

So  we  are  launched  into  a  new  concept  of  solid  waste  disposal.  Frankly,  many 
aspects  of  this  operation  are  experimental.  Therefore,  we  ask  for  suggestions 
about  the  operation  of  the  facility;  and  ask  for  cooperation  in  observance  of  the 
rules.  The  latter  are,  in  large  part,  designed  to  protect  the  costly  machinery  from 
damage. 

ROADS 

Several  projects  of  a  permanent  improvement,  or  Capital-expenditure-nature 
were  carried  forward  in  1978,  beyond  the  ordinary  summer  and  winter 
maintenance.  Three  sources  of  special  funds  are  identified  with  three  separate 
projects: 

Barker  Road  —  the  "Additional  Subsidy"  was  used  on  that  road  to  clear  (rocks 
and  trees),  grub  a  base,  lay  drainage  pipes,  and  partially  gravel  the  surface. 
Work  to  completion  is  contemplated  in  the  Spring  of  1979. 

Chalk  Pond  Road  —  the  "Duncan"  money  continued  to  be  expended  to  do  some 
more  clearing  and  grubbing,  to  improve  the  drainage  by  installation  of  culverts, 
and  to  partially  gravel  the  surface.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  finished  black  surface 
may  be  "mixed  in  place"  on  this  road,  next  Spring. 

Shaker  Street  —  T.R.A.  funds  were  used  to  "mix  in  place"  and  roll  a  new 
surface;  this  new  surface  should  be  ready  for  sealing  in  the  Spring. 

The  Gowdy  Bridge,  or  Pressey  Bridge,  over  Lane  River  or  the  outlet  of  Keyser 
Lake,  on  the  Wadleigh  Hill  Road,  was  completely  re-built. 
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KEYSER  LAKE  —  some  hopeful  notes: 

In  the  United  States  District  Court  for  the  District  of  New  Hampshire  a 
Consent  Decree  has  been  entered  into  by  the  FORE  (Friends  of  Our  Rural 
Environment)  and  the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency.  This  terminates 
the  litigation  by  the  group  at  Little  Sunapee  Lake  that  was  opposing  the  New 
London  to  Sunapee  Interceptor  and  removes  all  obstacles  to  EPA  issuing  a 
Construction  Grant  for  the  project. 

There  is  also  a  good  prospect  that  Keyser  Lake  will  be  the  subject  of  a 
Federally-funded  rehabilitation  study  that  may  lead  to  a  program  to  attempt  to 
restore  the  lake  to  its  former  state.  The  final  commitment  to  construction  of  the 
New  London- Sunapee  Interceptor  was  also  a  prerequisite  to  such  a  study  since 
the  funds  might  have  been  wasted  without  the  commitment  to  terminating  the 
source  of  the  problem. 

As  a  matter  of  general  interest  to  the  participants,  and  the  Town,  the  appeals 
from  the  Keyser  Lake  nuisance  actions  which  have  been  languishing  for  over 
a  year  while  the  transcript  was  prepared,  and  the  pleading  printed  as  an  appendix 
now  appear  to  be  ready  for  transfer  to  the  New  Hampshire  Supreme  Court.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  this  action  can  be  completed  this  summer  and  that  we  may  have 
the  final  decision  on  this  in  the  Fall. 

At  this  writing  the  EPA  is  taking  the  necessary  administrative  steps  to  allow 
the  construction  grant  and  thus  permit  the  start  of  the  construction  of  the  New 
London- Sunapee  Interceptor,  probably  in  the  Spring.  It  seems  that  we  may 
finally  be  reaching  a  point  where  we  will  see  the  removal  from  Lion  Brook  of  the 
discharge  pipe  from  the  New  London  sewer!! 

COMMITTEE  REPORTS 

Many  narrative  reports  are  submitted  (within  this  Annual  Report)  by  many 
active  committees  and  groups  in  the  town.  We  whole-heartedly  support  the 
publication  of  these  notes  as  a  means  for  the  Town  to  find  out  what  is  going  on 
and  'how  the  money  got  spent'!  There  is  a  great  deal  going  on,  and  we  commend 
these  activities  by  so  many  interested  and  dedicated  citizens. 

SURPLUS  —  some  more  good  news! 

At  year's  end  the  Town  is  in  a  healthy  financial  condition,  and  has  built  up  a 
Surplus  -  see  Balance  Sheet.  However,  it  should  be  pointed  out,  immediately,  that 
the  net  Town  Budget,  or  the  net  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxes  (for  Town  Purposes 
only)  is  up  over  last  year's  net  for  this  purpose  by  36°/o!  So-o-o,  rather  than  seeing 
this  good  situation  as  a  bonanza,  and  an  opportunity  to  feed  one  department,  or 
another  at  the  public  trough  -  conservative  fiscal  management  is  urged. 

It  is  suggested  that  a  "modest"  amount  of  the  surplus  be  applied  as  an  offset 
against  appropriations  to  try  to  hold  down  the  Tax  Rate  this  year,  and  to  keep 
some  surplus  in  reserve  for  the  same  purpose  in  1980.  In  other  words,  to  apply 
the  surplus  over  a  longer  period,  and  to  keep  the  Rate  on  a  some- what  "even 
keel". 
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For  the  purpose  of  the  Budget  proposed  for  1979  $15,000.00  of  Surplus  is 
included  in  the  estimated  revenues  to  off  set  appropriations.  When  all  information 
(County,  school  assessment,  as  well  as  the  outcome  of  our  votes  in  March)  is 
available  at  Tax-Rate-approval-time  in  the  Fall  it  may  be  deemed  advisable  to  use 
greater  or  lesser  amounts  than  $15,000.00. 

MORE  ABOUT  THE  BUDGET 

In  other  areas  there  is  an  effort  to  use  the  resources  we  have  at  hand  to  offset 
the  amount  that  has  to  be  raised  by  taxes;  or  to  put  it  another  way,  to  use  monies 
raised  by  taxes  in  the  past  to  ease  the  burden  in  the  present;  to  avoid  where 
possible  raising  "new"  money  by  taxes  when  "old"  funds  are  available. 

Some  monies  for  offsets  come  from  the  income  of  Trust  Funds,  as  for  example: 
Old  Store  Museum,  the  entire  expenses  are  from  the  interest  on  funds  set  up  for 
that  purpose  by  the  Will  of  Helena  M.  Wells;  payments  to  the  Churches  from  the 
F.E.  Nelson  Funds  by  vote  of  the  Town;  some  of  the  funds  for  the  Library  from 
the  Nelson's  Trusts;  a  portion  of  cemetery  expenses  from  a  variety  of  cemetery 
funds. 

Revenue  Sharing  Funds  proposed  to  be  applied  against  the  Town  Maintenance 
appropriation  are  composed  of  :  1)  accumulated  interest  on  the  Revenue  Sharing 
Savings  Account,  $1,396.04;  2)  $870.00  of  an  appropriation  made  for  a  no  longer 
existing  purpose;  3)  $20,292.00  "new"  Revenue  Sharing  money  due  to  arrive  this 
year. 

In  the  area  of  "old"  Capital  Reserve  Funds,  i.e.  funds  that  have  served  their 
purpose,  and  where  balances  have  been  "left  over"  after  the  main  fund  had  been 
expended:  there  are  three:  "Land  and  Buildings"  ($133.07);  Solid  Waste  Disposal 
($942.10)  and  War  Memorials  ($1,611.93).  The  ends  that  these  were 
created  to  meet  have  been  accomplished  and  the  Laws  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  (Chap.  35:16  RSA)  provide  a  mechanism  to  "re-assign"  Capital 
Reserve  Funds  to  another  purpose.  However,  a  two  thirds  vote  of  those  present 
and  voting  at  the  Annual  Meeting  is  required  to  change  the  purpose  of  a  Capital 
Reserve  Fund. 

COMMENTS  on  the  WARRANT  ARTICLES  (The  Bill  of  Fare  for  3/14/79) 
Article  1.  Significant  budget  increases  are  requested  in  several  areas  in  this 
article: 

Insurance  -  some  additions  due  to  increase  in  rates  for  insurance,  especially 
liability  and  in  Workmen's  Compensation  due  to  higher  payrolls.  The  addition  of 
a  new  policy  is  suggested,  i.e.  Public  Liability  for  officials.  In  brief  it  looks  like 
this: 

SMP  all  buildings  including  general  liability  $3,000.00 

Old  Store  Museum  370.00 

Officers'  Bonds  400.00 

Workmen's  Compensation  4,200.00 

Firemen's  Accident  Policy  260.00 
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Law  Enforcement  Liability  700.00 

Autos  3,300.00 

Public  Liability,  officials  1,800.00 

Cemeteries  -  increased  labor  costs  and  additional  work  is  planned. 

Interest  increased  because  of  long  term  notes  for  the  incinerator  loan,  and  the 
under-funding,  in  the  past,  of  interest  for  temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of 
taxes.  The  principal  payment  is  increased  by  $15,740.00  per  year  for  five  years, 
the  term  of  the  incinerator  notes. 

Article  2.  The  increase  in  the  Town  Maintenance  account  is  acknowledgement  of 
the  forces  of  inflation;  the  future  of  energy  costs  (gasoline)  is  far  from  known  as 
the  budget  is  made,  but  predictions  by  the  media  are  dire. 

Article  5.  This  article  addresses  changes  in  the  present  Disability  Insurance  and 
Life  Insurance  program  for  employees.  The  program  that  might  be  terminated 
provides  for  a  disability  of  $200.00  per  month,  and  Life  Insurance  in  the  amount  of 
$2,000.00.  The  current  annual  cost  is  $725.00.  An  additional  $740.00  would 
provide  a  new  insurance  program  assuming  a  Disability  Benefit  of  66  2/3%  (of 
normal  wages),  and  Life  Insurance  equal  to  one  year's  salary.  The  total  cost  of  the 
new  Disability  and  Life  Insurance  program  would  therefore  be  $1,475.00. 

Under  the  terms  of  this  policy,  benefits  will  be  payable  in  the  event  of  accident, 
or  sickness  starting  with  the  first  day  in  the  event  of  a  non-occupational  accident 
and  on  the  eighth  day  in  the  event  of  sickness.  Occupational  accidents  will  not  be 
covered.  Benefits  will  continue  for  the  duration  of  total  disability,  subject  to  a 
maximum  of  five  years  for  a  non -occupational  accident.  Sickness  benefits  will  be 
continued  for  the  duration  of  total  disability  for  the  full  amount  of  indemnity,  not 
to  exceed  a  period  of  twelve  months,  should  disability  from  sickness  continue 
beyond  twelve  months,  the  sickness  benefits  will  be  reduced  by  50%  and 
continued  for  the  duration  of  total  disability  subject  to  a  maximum  of  eighteen 
additional  months. 

Life  Insurance,  benefits  under  this  plan  are  payable  in  the  event  of  death  from 
both  occupational  and  non-occupational  causes,  whether  natural,  or  accidental. 
The  amount  of  life  insurance  is  automatically  reduced  by  50%  following  the 
insured's  65th  birthday.  This  is  a  one  time  reduction  and  is  not  subject  to  further 
reduction,  or  termination  because  of  age. 

Article  6.  The  Planning  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  regional  commission 
named  in  this  Article  would  provide  the  Town  with  service  and  expertise  in  the 
areas  of  planning. 

Article  11.  The  problem  of  parking  is  becoming  more  acute,  and  at  times  of  large 
meetings  at  the  Town  Hall  the  street  is  choked  down  to  a  nearly  impassable  one 
lane.  The  property  under  consideration  is  being  offered  to  the  town  at  its 
assessed  value,  $1,000.00. 
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Article  13  and  14.  The  matter  of  appraisal  is  a  two-edged  sword,  being  both  a 
present  and  a  future  need. 

As  to  the  present  -  it  is  our  practice  to  use  the  appraisal  service  of  the 
Department  of  Revenue  Administration  to  value  new  buildings,  subdivisions,  and 
other  changes;  "pickups",  if  you  will.  The  policy  of  the  Department  of  Revenue 
Administration  will  not  allow  this  service  to  continue  beyond  four  years  after  a 
general  re- valuation  in  a  town.  The  re-appraisal  of  the  entire  Town  was  made  in 
1974;  we  are,  therefore,  "fresh  out"  of  an  appraisal  service  from  D.R.A.  The 
reason  for  their  policy  is  based  on  the  lack  of  personnel  to  offer  this  service  to  the 
towns  currently  having  appraisals  made,  and  the  number  requiring  the  continuing 
assistance. 

However,  if  the  Town  wishes  to  be  committed  to  a  complete  re-appraisal,  by 
the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration,  at  some  future  time,  then  that 
department  will  continue  with  the  annual  "pickups",  or  up-dates. 

It  appears  to  us  that  it  is  advantageous,  when  the  original  appraisal  has  been 
made  by  the  personnel  of  the  D.R.A. ,  to  have  the  same  agency  update  the 
valuation  using  the  same  standards,  and  with  the  same  professional  expertise. 
Therefore,  a  favorable  vote  on  Article  13  would  solve  the  present  need  for 
appraisal  services  in  1979,  and  following  years. 

The  second  side  of  the  sword  is  a  complete  new  re-evaluation  when  the  "old" 
appraisals  have  become  out-dated.  In  general,  a  seven  year  period  is  about  the 
life  of  an  appraisal;  1981  is  seven  years  later  than  1974!  These  days  are  times  of 
rapidly  increasing  real  estate  values  that  tend  to  make  appraisals  out-dated  with 
great  ease  and  rapidity.  At  this  writing,  the  equalized  value  survey  shows  that 
our  1974  100%  of  full  and  true  valuations  have  slipped  12%  to  88%.  There  is  no 
question,  in  our  opinion,  that  a  re-evaluation  of  properties  will  have  to  be  made  at 
least  by  1981.  A  favorable  vote  on  Article  13  will  get  us  on  the  list  to  have  this 
work  done  in  1981,  or  soon  thereafter.  It  would  be  well  to  prepare  for  this  as 
there  is  always  a  waiting  list! 

Article  14  addresses  the  question  of  paying  for  a  re-evaluation;  this  work  comes 
at  a  cost,  at  present,  of  about  $22.00  per  parcel.  As  of  now,  there  are  about  1,300 
parcels,  for  a  total  cost  of  $28,600.00.  Again,  conservative  fiscal  management 
suggests  that  it  would  be  prudent  to  prepare  to  pay  for  this  project  over  a  period 
of  time  so  that  there  would  not  be  a  big  expense  to  meet  all  in  one  year. 
Three-years-worth  of  an  annual  appropriation  of  $8,000.00  gets  to  within 
$4,600.00  of  the  present  total  estimated  cost.  In  addition  to  the  principal  of  a 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  this  purpose,  careful  investment  of  these  funds  would 
help  to  make  substantial  increases  in  the  monies  available  when  1981,  or  later 
dates  roll  around,  and  the  appraisal  job  needs  to  be  done. 

Articles  15  through  21.  All  these  articles  contemplate  Capital  Reserve  Funds  for 
various  purposes.  The  principle  behind  proposing  the  raising  of  these  monies  is 
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the  same  -  to  prepare  now,  in  small  increments  for  large  expenditures  for  needs 
that  we  can  now  forsee. 

Reports  from  committees  within  this  Annual  Report  speak  to  the  particulars 
about  Capital  Reserve  Funds  in  Article  15,  see  the  Town's  Bicentennial 
Committee  Report;  and  in  Article  16  see  the  Conservation  Committee  Report. 

Article  17  for  fire  equipment  is  an  old  friend,  and  is  for  the  purpose  of  assuring 
us  there  is  money  available  for  unseen  emergencies  in  the  area  of  fire  equipment. 

Article  18  looks  toward  the  day  when  an  enormously  expensive  piece  of 
equipment  must  be  replaced  to  meet  standards  of  the  Fire  Underwriters.  A 
special  note:  the  money  for  this  Capital  Reserve  Fund  could  be  drawn  from  "old" 
Capital  Reserve  Funds  whose  purposes  have  been  met,  and  the  funds  purpose  can 
be  changed  in  accordance  with  Chapter  35:16,  R.S.A. 

Article  20  is  to  keep  on  course  a  long  standing  policy  of  appropriating  each  and 
every  year  $8,000.00  for  Highway  Equipment.  In  some  years  purchases  are  made 
and  in  "off  years"  the  money  is  set  aside  to  grow  and  to  prepare  for  the  "on 
years". 

Article  24.  The  Subject  of  this  article  is  a  parcel  of  land,  five  acres,  more  or  less, 
that  lies  northerly  of  and  adjacent  to  a  piece  of  Town  land  (known  as  Alice 
Pillsbury  land)  situated  on  the  opposite  side  of  Route  #114  from  Millswood 
Cemetery. 

The  question  posed  in  Article  24  is  one  of  those  'sticky  wickets'  and  we  are 
attempting  to  provide  information  for  an  understanding  of  the  issue  when  it  is 
voted  at  the  Meeting. 

The  property  is  land  formerly  of  Russell  and  Robert  Stewart.  They  purchased 
it  in  1961  from  the  neighbor  to  the  west,  Robert  J.  McKinnon  and  Vergil  Parent, 
their  land  being  a  second  five  acre  parcel.  The  Stewarts  would  like  to  purchase 
their  land  from  the  Town  for  a  sum  that  includes  all  taxes,  interest,  and  costs 
expended  by  the  Town  and  attributable  to  the  premises.  That  is  taxes  and 
interest  and  part  of  the  cost  of  a  survey,  we  submit  this  figure  to  be  $1,450.00. 
The  tax  sales  outstanding,  are  for  the  years  1968,  1970,  1972,  1974,  1976  and 
1977.  It  was  only  after  repeated  warnings,  which  are  acknowledged  to  have  been 
received,  that  our  Collector  deeded  the  property  to  the  Town  in  August  1978. 

The  Alice  Pillsbury  Land  the  Town  has  owned  since  1948  and  it  has  been  a 
beneficial  piece  of  Real  Estate.  It  provided  wood  for  the  Town  Hall  (and  other 
buildings)  when  the  hall  was  heated  by  a  one  pipe  wood  burning  furnace,  and  a 
box  stove  in  the  Selectmen's  office.  In  the  harvest  of  wood  the  forest  stand  was 
improved  and  now  shows  the  result  of  "selective  cutting".  This  land  is  also  the 
site  of  the  ash  dump  from  the  incinerator.  It  has  been  the  opinion  of  the 
Selectmen  for  years  that  this  piece  across  from  the  Millswood  Cemetery  should  be 
kept  as  a  green  area. 
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So  much  for  the  properties;  now  the  rules  of  the  game: 

New  Hampshire  Statutes,  Chapter  80:42  provide  that  the  Selectmen  may 
convey  a  lien,  or  tax  deeded  real  estate  only  with  authorization  by  vote  of  the 
Annual  Meeting,  and  that  authority  lasts  only  one  year.  Section  II  provides  two 
methods  of  sale,  public  auction  or  by  advertised  sealed  bids.  And  -  the  Selectmen 
have  the  power  to  establish  a  minimum  amount  for  which  the  property  is  to  be 
sold,  and  the  terms  and  conditions  of  sale.  Section  III  to  which  Article  24  makes 
reference  allows  the  Selectmen,  with  a  vote  by  the  Town,  to  dispose  of  tax 
deeded  property  in  a  manner  other  than  the  two  ways  just  noted:  "as  justice  may 
require". 

New  Hampshire  Statutes  also  provide  that  land  acquired  by  Collector's  deed 
may  be  retained  for  public  use  by  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting,  Chapter  80:42a 
(Supp.  1971). 

This  brief  "Report  from  the  Round  Room"  of  events  of  1978  points  up,  first,  a 
simple  fact  -  there  is  a  wide  variety  of  subjects  (understatement  of  the  year)  that 
pass  through  the  circular  room;  secondly,  these  varied  matters,  more  frequently 
than  not,  require  the  attention  and  direction  of  the  voters.  Hence  this  Report, 
hence  the  Warrant  and  Budget  for  the  Annual  Meeting.  We  trust  that  the 
materials  contained  in  this  Annual  Report  book  are  informative;  help  you  to 
understand  what  is  going  on;  and  assist  you  in  voting  on  the  "issues". 

And  so  into  another  year;  the  Town's  195th! 
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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FOREST  FIRE  CHIEF  AND  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

For  more  than  80  years,  a  cooperative  effort  between  the  State  of  New 
Hamphsire  and  local  forest  fire  authorities  has  created  a  forest  fire  prevention 
and  suppression  program  that  is  recognized  as  superior  throughout  the  United 
States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  in  1895,  the  state  and  local 
community  governments  have  worked  together  to  prevent  and  combat  forest 
fires. 

Today,  249  forest  fire  wardens  and  more  than  1,800  deputy  wardens  are 
appointed  every  three  years  by  the  State  Forester  to  work  with  the  members  of 
the  State  Forest  Fire  staff  in  this  effort.  State  funds  are  used  to  pay  one-half  the 
cost  of  forest  fire  suppression  costs  incurred  by  local  forest  fire  organizations, 
within  pay  rates  established  by  the  Governor  and  Council.  State  funds  matched 
by  local  funds  are  used  to  purchase  hand  tools  to  suppress  forest  fires,  to  train 
local  forest  fire  crews  and  in  forest  fire  prevention  work. 

All  outside  burning,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  is  permitted 
only  aftger  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden. 
Penalty  for  burning  without  a  permit  when  one  is  required  is  a  misdemeanor 
punishable  by  a  fine  up  to  $1,000  or  a  jail  term  of  up  to  one  year  or  both. 

REMEMBER,  ONLY  YOU  CAN  PREVENT  FOREST  FIRES!

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  scheduled  monthly  meetings  during  1978  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  State  Legislature's  Enabling  Act  (RSA  36). 

During  1978  the  Commission  has  prepared  a  map  showing  the  natural  resources 
and  wet  areas  of  the  town  of  Sutton. 

We  have  accepted  several  gifts  of  land  for  conservation  use: 

Mildred  T.  Lefferts  subdivided  her  property  and  gave  five  plus  acres  from  the 
north  shore  of  Kezar  Lake,  up  the  hill  through  wooded  glades  to  a  rise  of  land 
attractive  to  wild  life. 

Ruth  E.  Keith  presented  Sutton  with  seventy  five  acres  of  low  land  along  Lane 
River  extending  to  the  bridge  at  the  start  of  Corporation  Hill  Road.  It  includes  a 
lovely  wooded  area  that  can  be  seen  from  the  east  side  of  Wadleigh  Hill  Road  and 
it  offers  one  of  the  best  views  of  Mt.  Kearsarge  from  the  bridge. 

The  Redington  dam  near  North  Road  and  East  Sutton  Road  containing  a 
one-half  acre  piece  has  also  been  turned  over  to  the  Town. 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  requested  of  the  Selectmen  a  budget  of 
$1,000  as  a  reserve  for  the  years  ahead.  The  last  appropriation  of  this  amount 
lasted  five  years  and  was  used  in  connection  with  gifts  offered  to  the  Town  such 
as  legal  expenses,  survey  costs,  mailings,  annual  dues,  etc. 

Any  unspent  sums  revert  to  the  Town. 

The  Commission  appreciated  the  services  of  Jack  Mansell  who  moved  out  of 
Sutton  in  November.

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REPORT  OF  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Planning  Board  felt  that  some  changes  were  needed  in  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  to  better  meet  the  goals  of  the  Master  Plan.  To  clarify  the  meaning  of 
existing  regulations  and  better  define  uses  that  would  be  favorably  considered  as 
exemptions  and  gain  variance  approval,  the  Board  worked  for  several  weeks  with 
a  Board  of  Adjustment  representative.  The  required  hearings  were  held  on 
substantial  changes;  and  these  were  submitted  to  the  Town  for  ballot  vote  on 
Town  Meeting  Day,  March  1978.  The  majority  of  these  recommendations  were 
approved. 

However,  the  vote  was  challenged  on  a  technical  error;  and  objection  made  to 
the  Selectmen.  Because  of  the  technical  error,  the  vote  was  judged  improper;  and 
all  the  changes  became  ineffective. 

Since  many  of  these  were  actually  relaxations  of  existing  regulations  permitting 
some  expansion  of  home-based  small  business,  it  must  be  assumed  that  those  who 
raised  the  technicality  either  want  more  stringent  regulations  or  absolute 
adherance  to  regulations  as  now  written.  The  Planning  Board  will  submit  a 
proposal  for  changes  in  the  Zoning  Ordinance  in  the  future. 

Many  small  subdivision  requests  were  considered  and  acted  upon  during  1978. 
While  the  impact  on  the  Town  was  not  large,  it  is  true  that  there  were  many 
building  permits  issued  during  1978;  and  the  rate  of  growth  continues  to  increase 
compared  to  that  of  even  a  few  years  back. 

The  Planning  Board  is  fortunate  to  have  at  present  a  stable  representative 
membership;  and  the  newer  members,  with  increasing  exposure  and  familiarity, 
are  becoming  better  qualified  to  handle  the  various  duties. 

Recently  some  changes  were  made  in  the  Subdivision  Regulations  --  classifying 
Planning  Board  procedures  and  expressing  Planning  Board  rights  and  duties  as 
defined  by  State  laws.  These  changes  better  express  several  important  basic 
attitudes,  duties,  and  rights  that  influence  Planning  Board  judgements.  Some 
Planning  Board  requirements  were  reworded  or  changed  for  better  clarity.  We 
are  certain  the  result  will  be  better  understanding  of  the  decision-making 
processes  on  the  part  of  applicants  to  the  Board. 

The  work  of  the  Planning  Board  and  all  Town  officials  has  become  increasingly 
time  consuming  and  more  expensive  because  of  the  increasing  attitude  of 
applicants  and  sellers  that  no  decision  is  final  without  strict  examination  as  to  the 
absolute  legality  of  that  decision  or  interpretation  of  that  legality  by  court  action. 
Legal  costs  are  constantly  increasing  -  both  because  of  higher  fees  and  the  need 
for  more  legal  guidance.  There  seems  to  be  no  alternative.

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COMMUNITY  ACTION  REPORT 

The  Kearsarge  Valley  Community  Action  Program  Center  has  been  the  focal 
point  of  social  services  delivery  in  this  area.  It  has  provided,  through  its  staff  and 
facilities,  assistance  to  the  community  as  a  whole,  as  well  as  to  low-income 
families.  Programs  such  as  the  "Senior  Congregate  Meal  Site",  "Meal-on- Wheels", 
"Senior  Transportation",  "Adult  and  Child  Health  Clinics",  and  "Food  Buying 
Club"  have  aided  groups  from  all  segments  of  the  population.  Programs  such  as 
"Emergency  Energy  Assistance"  and  "Weatherization"  have  been  very  successful 
in  providing  assistance  to  low-income  families  in  our  area. 

Funds  for  the  operation  of  the  area  center  come  from  two  sources.  One  is  the 
Community  Services  Administration,  the  federal  umbrella  agency  for  all 
Community  Action  programs  throughout  the  country.  This  year  the  Community 
Services  Administration  is  contributing  61%  of  the  total  operating  costs  of  our 
center. 

Funding  also  comes  from  local  appropriations  from  the  towns  we  serve.  The 
share  of  our  total  operating  budget  for  which  we  ask  the  towns  to  contribute  is 
based  upon  the  percentage  of  local  resident  participation  in  Community  Action 
programs  or  services.  We  feel  that  this  is  the  most  equitable  procedure  for 
dividing  the  costs  between  the  towns. 

The  financial  support  is  needed  for  the  continued  operation  of  the  area  center, 
rather  than  for  specific  programs,  which  receive  their  funding  from  various 
sources  and  granting  agencies.  However,  the  area  center  staff  provides  the 
essential  outreach  and  local  administration  which  makes  these  programs  possible. 

By  having  a  Community  Action  Program  center  located  in  the  Kearsarge 
Valley,  we  have  been  able  to  bring  services  which  have  heretofore  been 
inaccessible  to  some  residents  of  our  area.  Funding  provides  a  base  of  operations 
for  outreach  services  and  a  staff  of  social  service  workers,  who  implement 
existing  programs  and  plan  new  projects,  specially  suited  to  each  particular  town. 

We  have  limited  the  increase  in  budget  appropriations  to  five  percent,  which 
reflects  some  of  the  increases  in  operating  costs  due  to  inflation.  But  those 
hardest  hit  by  economic  pressures  are  the  senior  citizens  and  low-income  families 
and  individuals,  thus  increasing  the  need  for  Community  Action  Program 
assistance  and  services.  We  have  attempted  to  meet  the  growing  needs  of  the 

community.

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REPORT  OF  HISTORY  OF  SUTTON  II  COMMITTEE 

The  History  of  Sutton  II  Committee  continues  its  work,  begun  in  1974,  of 
collecting,  cataloguing,  and  preserving  information,  memorabelia,  and 
photographs  of  life  in  Sutton  since  1890.  Our  goal,  while  seeming  to  receed 
toward  unknown  dates  in  the  future,  is  ever  broadening.  Other  horizons  are:  a 
photo  enlargement  exhibition  for  the  Bicentennial  Celebration,  historic  markers 
on  Town  roadsides,  and  support  of  the  Bicentennial  Committee. 

The  main  goal  remains  the  publication  of  the  History  of  Sutton  II,  and/or 
publication  of  a  photographic  book.  But,  as  coincidental  to  this  process  is  the 
collection  of  memorabelia,  a  card  file  of  information  gleaned  from  local 
publications;  and  a  photo  —  negative  —  glass  plate,  and  slide  collection;  Town 
Archives  if  you  will,  all  catalogued  and  filed.  To  date  there  is  a  collection  of  2,800 
copy  slides. 

With  valued  help  from  Town's  people  in  the  year  just  past,  and  with  the  Town's 
financial  backing,  materials  and  supplies  have  been  purchased,  storage  facilities 
constructed,  and  a  start  made  toward  the  production  of  copy  negatives  and  prints 
of  the  invaluable  collections  of  historical  photographs.  The  Committee  rarely 
misses  the  weekly  Wednesday  night  meetings. 

Application  has  been  made  to  the  National  Endowment  of  the  Arts  for  a 
photographic  survey  grant,  matching  funds  50/50,  Town/Federal  monies.  Its 
purpose:  "--to  document  aspects  of  life  or  the  geography  of  a  particular  (town)  — 
that  research  and  retrieve  historical  photographs  that  reveal  a  region's  past--". 
Included  in  the  request  are  storage  boxes,  copy  negatives,  photographic  paper, 
archival  negative  envelopes,  matting  supplies,  cost  of  a  photographer,  and  a 
person  to  matt  the  photos.  If  the  application  is  accepted,  and  local  funding 
secured,  this  program  would  produce  archival  quality  negatives  and  prints,  two 
each  of  each  image.  A  complete  set  (negative  and  print)  would  be  stored  both 
locally  and  in  a  central,  national  repository. 

The  Town's  set  of  the  photographs  (and  negatives)  would  be  deposited  in  one  of 
the  Town  buildings,  the  Library,  for  instance.  The  pictures  and  the  information 
about  them  would  be  available  to  anyone,  but  would  be  of  especial  interest  to  local 
school  children  in  their  studies  of  history  and  culture,  as  well  as  to  individuals  and 
groups  who  are  interested  in  this  region.  Purchase  of  prints  could  be  arranged  for 
those  desiring  same.  Publication  and/or  exhibition  of  part,  or  all  of  the  collection 
are  some  of  the  aims  of  the  project. 

A  budget  request  in  the  Warrant  for  the  Annual  Meeting  is  for  $2,000.00  of 
Town  funds  to  match  with  $2,000.00  of  Federal  Funds  available  July  1,  1979  to 
July  1,  1980.  Should  the  application  for  the  grant  not  be  accepted  the  Town  Funds 
would  not  be  included  in  the  list  of  appropriations  certified  by  the  Selectmen  to 
the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  when  the  Tax  Rate  is  approved.  The 
request  in  the  budget  for  $500.00  is  for  supplies  and  materials,  the  nuts  and  bolts 
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needs,  of  the  Committee.  This  is  in  addition  to  the  matching  Grant,  and  is 
especially  needed  if  the  application  is  not  accepted  by  the  National  Endowment  of 
the  Arts.  The  latter  budget  request  would  permit  a  limited  amount  of  copy 
photographs  contemplated  in  the  matching  grant. 

Some  of  the  copied  photographs  are  displayed  in  the  Town  Hall  on  the  day  of 
the  Annual  Meeting;  both  of  the  old  photographs  on  the  covers  of  the  Annual 
Report,  are  selected  from  the  collections  being  made  by  the  History  of  Sutton  II 
Committee.

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MINUTES  OF  SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 

August  1,  1978 

The  Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Donald  Lowe  at  8:05  p.m. 
o'clock. 

The  Town  Warrant  on  previous  pages  was  read  by  the  Moderator. 

Report  of  the  Budget  Committee  was  read  as  follows: 

A  public  meeting  of  the  Budget  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Sutton  was  held  at 
the  Pillsbury  Memorial  Town  Hall  on  Thursday,  July  6,  1978.  Members  of  the 
committee  present  were:  George  G.  Wells,  Chairman;  Harold  B.  Rowe,  Ralph 
Bing,  Ellsworth  Harding  and  Carroll  L.  Thompson.  Absent  was  Robert  E. 
Preston.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Chairman  at  7:35  p.m.  by  the 
clock. 

Eight  members  of  the  public  were  present.  Ellsworth  S.Harding  was  appointed 
by  the  chairman  to  act  as  secretary. 

Each  person  present  was  given  a  detailed  outline  of  the  estimated  cost  of  each 
phase  of  the  construction  of  the  proposed  incinerator,  copy  following  this  report. 
Mr.  Harding  explained  the  manner  in  which  the  total  cost  of  $117,000.00  had  been 
obtained.  He  pointed  out  that  the  Town  had  in  hand  $38,300.00  previously 
accummulated  and  the  difference  of  $78,700.00  was  the  amount  to  be  raised  at  the 
special  Town  Meeting  on  August  1,  1978.  The  meeting  was  opened  for  questions 
and  these  were  raised  about  the  location  of  the  incinerator,  the  cost  of  electricity 
to  operate  it  and  the  disposition  of  unexpended  funds.  On  a  motion  made  by  Mr. 
Thompson  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Rowe  it  was  voted  unanimously  by  the  Budget 
Committee  that: 

A.  A  supplemental  Budget  of  $117,000.00  for  the  building  of  an  incinerator  be 
approved. 

B.  The  amount  of  $20,300.00  be  taken  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  and 
$18,000.00  from  the  1978  dump  appropriation. 

C.  The  balance  of  $78,700.00  be  obtained  through  a  bank  loan  amortized  over 
five  years. 

There  being  no  further  business  the  meeting  adjourned. 

After  reading  of  the  Report  of  the  Budget  Committee,  the  question  of  what 
action  the  voters  wished  to  take  on  Article  1  of  the  Warrant  as  read? 

Mr.  Ellsworth  Harding  made  the  following  motion:  I  move  that  the  Town  of 
Sutton  approve  the  supplementary  1978  budget  as  presented  by  the  Budget 
Committee  providing  for  a  capital  outlay  of  $117,000.00  to  install  an  incinerator 
and  the  appurtanances  thereto:  to  reduce  the  dump  appropriation  approved  by 
the  voters  at  the  1978  Annual  Meeting  in  the  amount  of  $26,675.00  to  $8,675.00 
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leaving  a  balance  on  hand  of  $18,000.00  to  be  used  to  install  the  incinerator  as 
stated  in  Article  1  of  the  Warrant;  and  to  authorize  withdrawal  of  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  previously  approved  for  solid  waste  disposal,  including  all  the 
interest  accrued  thereto:  for  the  purpose  as  stated  in  Article  1  and  to  authorize 
the  raising  of  $78,700.00  by  the  issuance  of  five  (5)  year  notes  bearing  interest  at 
not  more  than  5V2°/o.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Walter  Partridge.  The  motion 
was  voted  upon  and  the  result  was  by  voice  vote  unanimously  by  seventy-four 
voters  present. 

Article  2  was  reread  by  the  Moderator.  Motion  made  and  seconded  to  vote  on 
each  section  seperately.  Voted  by  voice  vote  in  the  negative.  Motion  made  and 
seconded  and  so  voted  to  accept  Article  2;  but  strike  out  Section  C  to  read  all 
metal  objects  except  tin  cans  shall  be  at  a  separate  location  designated  for  metal 
object  disposal  at  the  incinerator  site.  Much  discussion  was  on  Section  D.  of 
Article  2  but  it  was  voted  to  leave  Section  D  of  Article  2  as  read  in  the  Warrant. 

Bids  on  the  construction  of  the  incinerator  were  read  by  Selectman,  Darrel 
Palmer. 

As  there  was  no  further  business  the  motion  was  made  and  seconded  and  so 
voted  in  the  affirmative  to  adjourn.  Time  of  adjournment  was  9:00  p.m.  of  the 
clock.
